We should put 
into effect the Australian or secret type 
ballot in general elections. We should give 
those counties which wish to use voting 
machines the legal authority to do so. We 
should remove the poll tax as a voting 
prerequisite. There has been much mis- 
guided agitation about the poll tax as a 
qualification for voting. Capacity, in ac- 
cordance with other constitutional provi- 
sions, to exercise the right of franchise 
should be the only qualification of an elec- 
tor. I recommend to the General Assembly 
the passage of the constitutional and statu- 
tory changes required to accomplish these 
objectives.”

Being -Presbyterian born, I have fled me down the nights and 
days, taking many paths. I know worry and the remorse of conscience. 
The hot breath of Calvin’ often is a blow torch on the seat of the 
pants of my immortal soul. I am a restless rebel who cannot regu- 
larly endure the shackles of organized religious services. The utter- 
ances of most divines make me dance with impotent rage or angry 
denial of their conclusions. 

But, I firmly am convinced that unless we can produce more 
Christianity in our own personal and national life, we shall have 
more chaos.. And if we have more chaos the pillars will be pulled 
down by it. 

Now and then when I read the solemn statements of those who 
talk about the laws and tariffs, the imports and exports of food, 
and about “protection” of our own fat national selves, I simply put 
on my hat and go walk about for a while. 


Hunger There are men and women and children starving in the 

world, dying of cold and hunger and the diseases which 
catch on easily when the body is weak and tired. They are dying, 
too, of lack of hope, which is worse. 


I know there are the sleek, fat ones. I have seen them in Cairo, 
in Rome, in Paris, in Ankara, Teheran and in other cities of this 
tired and pitiful world. I know the black market restaurants of 
these cities. Once or twice I accepted invitations and found my- 
I quit after the third time. I came out of one, with 


my hosts, in a small, frozen street in Brussels. It was in 1945. The 
sound of exploding V-2s sounded frequently through the night and 
day. We had fed well and were laughing at some story that had 
developed over the coffee. 


There stood in the street what at first seemed to me a gnome. 
But it wasn’t. It was a little girl. Her face was thin and white. 
Her eyes were enormous. She was wrapped in an old coat and 
shawl. On her feet were overlarge shoes. She just stood there. 


I felt that hot Calvinistic breath then and ‘the voice of con- 
science seemed to say to me that this was no real person, but the 
ghost of all the hungry, cold children that had died of hunger and 
cold sent to look at me as I came out of a restaurant, well fed and 
laughing, 


~~ She just stood there looking. There was no accu- 
Generalities sation in her eyes or face. If there had been I 
could Mave stood it,better. I clutched a bar of chocolates, which 
had lain in my overcoat pocket for days, and thrust it at her. She 
took it, looked at it and then turned and ran, scuttling down the 
frozen, gray street, disappearing around a corner, 


Yet, some idiot came home to write of all Europe as sleek and 
purring on black market food. But from then on I ate powdered 
eggs, dehydrated vegetables and whatever there was. I accepted no 
more invitations to “eat out.” 


Of course, there are black market operators. And, of course, 
some of the food and things we send get into illegal hands. These 
are bad incidents. Fools see them and report them as generalities. 


But to fail to send it? To fail to understand that so long as 
there are people hungry and cold we have a duty as a people? 


Stew Cordell Hull, the taciturn old man who was our Secretary 

of State for so long, worked out the reciprocal trade agree- 
ment. They had for their purpose the creation of trade between 
nations, so that other nations might buy and sell from and to us. 
Now there are those who say that our own domestic needs are so 
great that we should close our doors and let ruin and misery rule 
elsewhere—that we should let others stew in their own juice. They 
would let a wrecked world of shattered cities and the broken people 
in it alone. 


I do not mean it is our duty to support the world, but if we fail 
to lend it what we can and supply it tangible help, rather than 
words, the generations to come, including our own, will curse us, 
and with reason. ! 


At home we cannot afford to cease the war against slums and 
all that they represent—and all they produce in warped children 
who grow up to be warped adults. 


We cannot afford not to war unceasingly against intolerant 
attitudes toward other peoples and other classes. We must fight 
always those who profit by organizing hate groups. We must know 
that the idle, hungry man, at home or abroad, is no ally of democ- 
racy; that the mistreated slum child and whatever ignorance and 
man’s viciousness produce are enemies of our way of life and of 
our system of government. 


We have got to choose between more effort to apply the Chris- 
tian ideal or more chaos.

Had read in the paper about the visit to At- 
lanta of the Duchess of Marlborough.

Perhaps they didn’t move in our circle which, I suppose, you would 
call slightly in the upper areas of the middle class. I recall seeing 
and hearing a Lordship or so make political speeches. I remember 
seeing the then Prince of Wales, at a distance, as he reviewed a 
regiment of yoemanry. And I have always understood that if 500 
or more interveners would conveniently die, I might have a claim 
to a Scottish title myself. That would be on my mother’s side. But 
that is too nebulous to interest me and I’ve never delved-into the 
mortality statistics on the 500. 


An Old Anecdote 


Whenever this question of proper address 
to use to title-wearers comes up, I’m al- 


ways reminded of an ancient gag you’ve undoubtedly heard. 


. It concerns a distinguished Bishop of the Church of England 
who was an overnight visitor at an English country home. It was 
the duty of a boy, one of the staff of domestic servants, to carry 
hot water to the Bishop’s room, in the morning, so the famous 
visitor could shave in comfort. And the boy was carefully drilled 
in procedure. 

He was to knock, respectfully, on the door of the Bishop’s bed- 
room and, when the Bishop responded, he was to say, clearly, “My 
Lord, the boy is here.” 

When the time came, however, nervousness created mental con- 
fusion and he remembered only to speak clearly, as he said, “My 
boy, the Lord is here.”

Their daughter may be the 
most beautiful and most charming 
in the community, but they are un- 
happy if another girl almost her 
equal shares the public’s praise. 
The other girl seems a competi- 
tor and they can see no good in 
her. They disparage and criticize 
and ridicule her at every oppor- 
tunity. 

The ungenerous feel the same 
way about their church and their 
preacher. Even the most moderate 
praise of another preacher of- 
fends them. They sneer at him 
and belittle him. It isn’t religious 
prejudice so much as prejudice 
against a competitor. They want 
their man to have a monoply of 
the community’s good will, and 
they hate to see another man get- 
ting part of it. 


SUCH people make themselves 
unpopular, for nobody enjoys lis- 
'tening to catty criticism. Their 
trouble is jealousy, but the cause

That may seem strange on the surface, for it must have been a 
bitter blow to Mr. Truman when his party lest control of Congress 
in the elections of last November.

Republicans were able to shift a major portion of the responsibility 
on him because of his inability to hold his own forces in line.

Different bility for running the legislative branch of the Gov- 
ernment has been shifted to another source. It no longer rests with 
the White House. It is a Republican headache. In other words, i 
Congress goes awry and refuses to adopt programs designed for the 
national good, Mr. Truman cannot be held to blame. The blame 
will attach to the Republican leadership in Congress. 

Congress may disregard the President's budget and 
national defense funds ta the bone, so weakening us in the eyes of 
other nations that our influence in the final peace negotiations will 
be lost.

In the past it has been cus- 
tomary to hold public hearings on 


tax bills, but not on appropria- 
tions bills on which hearings have 


been “executive” or secret. This 
has made for little general info. 
mation on what is one of the most 
important jobs of Congress. 

It was but natural that when 
Congress finally decided to do 
something about reorganizing and 
modernizing its procedures, _ it 
should take notice of this situa. 
tion. It did. In the La Follette- 
Monroney Congressional Reorgani- 
zation Act of the last Congress, 
it provided: 

“All hearings conducted by 
standing committees or their sub- 
committees shall be open to the 
public, except executive sessions 
for making up bills, or for voting, 
or where the committee by a ma 
jority vote orders an executive 
session.” 

This is a minimum, for there 
are those who thought that all 
votes, too, should be made public. 
The exception for closing a ses-

From then until drafted on March 1, 1941, Mulcahy’s whip- 
lash arm was the only thing which kept the Phils from sink- 
ing right on out of the cellar into the deep unknown. 

He won 10 and lost twice that number 1938; his record 
8-16 in 1939; and finally in 1940, his mark was 13-22. 

It was during those desperate days that sports writers tagged 
the nickname of “Losing Pitcher’ upon him for the simple reason 
that almost every time one looked at a Philadelphia box, it read: 
Losing Pitcher—Mulcahy. 

It was during those days that Mulcahy first become a sort of 
unofficial hero for the sports department and each of his few vic- 
tories became otcasions for celebration with a couple of beers at the 
corner tavern
